LITTLE RELIEF 


IN SIGHT TODAY 


Residents of the New Castle dis- 
trict suffered yesterday and last 
night, as near records for extreme 
heat were registered. The mercury 
rose to 97 degrees at the U. S. 
Weather Observation station, and 
during the night the thermometer 
only dropped to 73 degrees, little 
relief being experienced after the 
sun went down as no breath of air 
stirred. 


According to the records of the 
U. S. Weather Bureau at Pitts- 
burgh, it was the hottest June 28 
on record, but the records at the 
local station reveal that it was 98 
degress on tJils same date a year, 
ago. 
The night was a little cooler, 


however, the minimum being 69 de- 
g-v. 


Little relief was indicated today 
as the mercury started 
soaring 


again this morning, and indications 
point to even higher temperatures 
being set during the day.

Relief has been provided, he re 
ported, and in so doing he warnec 
that the problem is still present and 
will 
continue to be a government 
problem for many years to come. 
Recovery, he reported, is well under 
way. As for reconstruction, he said 
that is just beginning. 
The 72d 
congress took several long strides 
in that direction, but the 74th will 
go lurther, if he has his way. 
Mr. Roosevelt did not neglect his 
critics, 
it is the minority, he said, 
“not the overwhelming majority of 
farmers and 
manufacturers 
who 
deny the substantial gains of the 
past year.” 
“The 
most 
vociferous 
of 
the 
doubting Thomases,” he declared, 
may be divided roughly into two 
groups: 
Groups Opponents 
“First, those who seek special po­ 
litical privilege, and, second, those 
who seek special financial privi­ 
lege. 
“In the working out of a great 
national program which seeks the 
primary good of the greater num­ 
ber, it is true that the toes of some 
people are being stepped on, and 
are going to be stepped on. 
But 
these toes belong to the comparative 
few who seek to retain or to gain po­ 
sition or riches, or both, by some 
short cut which is harmful to the 
greater good.” 
The so-called “brain trust” came 
in for a staunch defense, although 
not by th a t name. 
“The administration 
needs

wUl tirelessly seek,” Mr. Roosevelt 
said, with obvious reference to his 
professors, “the best ability th a t the 
country affords.

fers better rewards in the opportun­ 
ity for service than ever before in 
our history—not in great salaries, 
but enough to live on. In the build­ 
ing of this service there are com­ 
ing to us men and women with abil­ 
ity and courage from every part' of 
the union.

NRA Protests 
Are Piling Up 


Wide-Spread Protests Heard 
Over Anti-Price Fixing 
Policy Of NRA 


(International News Service) 
WASHINGTON, 
June 
29.—Pro­ 
tests so widespread that they amount 
almost to a threat of revolt against 
the NRA are being received by code 
authorities as a result of the new 
anti-price fixing policy, it was dis­ 
closed today. 
In some instances code authorities, 
heeding protests from member in ­ 
dustries, have adopted vigorous res­ 
olutions of protests.

Future Codes. 
The new price-policy, it has been 
emphasized by NRA, would apply 
only to future codes or in revision 
of existing codes. Since 95 per cent 
of industry is said to be codified, 
some NRA officials minimize the im­ 
portance of the order. 
In many codes, 
however, price 
maintenance provisions are tempor­ 
ary, and hearings will be held soon 
on code revision. 
The new policy 
would apply in these cases. 
Flat declarations have been made 
in resolutions adopted by some code 
authorities th at industries cannot 
continue to pay higher wages and 
grant shorter hours under the NRA 
unless minimum prices are fixed.

T IS not surprising that the suggestion of Secretary of State 


Hull that the debtor nations of Europe pay us in goods, rath- 


er than in money, if they don't feel they can spare the cash, did 
not meet with any great outbursts of enthusiasm either here, or 
abroad.

the place of, cash to make debt payments, the flood of imports 
would seriously disarrange our national economic structure and 
do a great deal of damage to our own industries. 
As a good 


free trader Mr. Hull probably sees nothing disturbing.in a flood 
of British and French goods in American markets, but there are 
others who are a little sharper of sight. 


It may be stated, however, that there'is little danger that

And some unlucky printer put a question mark 
instead of an exclamation mark after it, changing the sense of the ex- 
pression no little, as will be obvious. In fact, it then became something 
not unlike a synical "Oh, yeah?" 


Well, the printer was sent to jail and the editor suffered untold 


mental stress. And anyone who ever worked on the production of the 
printed word will sympathize with them both. 


The typographical error just will happen, no matter how careful a 


person may be. It's a product, of course, of the human tendency to 
err, from which none of us, no matter how accurate, is free. The trouble 
with the pesky • thing is that it happens so often at the very worst 
time and in the worst places, as the printer of Essen will testify.

Every child knows Just how far he can 
go, with safety to himself, before he must pay attention to his parents' 
admonitions.

NO MONEY, NO GOODS 


[T IS not surprising that the suggestion of Secretary of State 
Hull that the debtor nations of Europe pay us in goods, rath­ 
er than in money, if they don’t feci they can spare the cash, did 
not meet with any great outbursts of enthusiasm either here or 
abroad. 
In the first place, if Europe were to send us goods in 
the place of cash to make debt payments, the flood of imports 
would seriously disarrange our national economic structure and 
do a great deal of damage to our own industries. 
As a good 
free trader Mr. Hull probably sees nothing disturbing in a flood 
of British and French goods in American markets, but there are 
others who are a little sharper of sight. 
It may be stated, however, that there is little danger that 
we will be submerged by a shower of European goods to pay 
the war debts, even if we were to lower the barriers and accept 
the commodities. 
Europe would be glad to load us up with her 
products for cash, but the debtor nations will not be so keen 
to pay their war debts with goods. 
The reason is not hard to find. 
They do not intend to 
pay us in any event, either in cash or goods. If they can get by 
without paying, why send us anything at all, unless some new 
advantage can be gained over Uncle Sam? 
If a man owes you 
a hundred dollars and doesn’t intend to pay it there is no more 
reason why he should “trade it out” than pay it in cash. 


WHY NEWSPAPERMEN GET GRAY HAIRS 
The typographical error is one of those impish pranks of fate th at 
afflict all countries alike. 
Every editor has suffered from it, the latest 
being the Germ an fellow in Essen whose paper recently reported a tele­ 
gram of birthday greetings sent by President Von Hindenburg to Hitler. 
The president closed his greeting with an expression not unlike the 
English “Hear, hear.” 
And some unlucky printer put a question m ark 
instead of an exclamation m ark after it, changing the sense of the ex­ 
pression no little, as w'ill be obvious. 
In fact, it then became something 
not unlike a synical "Oh, yeah?” 
Well, the printer was sent to jail and the editor suffered untold 
m ental stress. 
And anyone who ever worked on the production of the 
printed w'ord will sympathize writh them both. 
The typographical error just wall happen, no m atter how careful a 
person may be. 
I t’s a product, of course, of the hum an tendency to 
err, from which none of us, no m atter how accurate, is free. The trouble 
with the pesky thing is th at it happens so often at the very worst 
time and in the worst places, as the printer of Essen will testify.

About the time the treasury was making known its policy, though, 
a dispatch went out of W ashington describing an extensive tour plan­ 
ned by Postm aster General Farley part of w'hich, it was frankly stated, 
w'ould be of a political nature. 
Congressional campaigns are under way, 
and several political speeches were on the postm aster general’s program. 
If non-political activity is a virtue when practiced by treasury of­

Secretary M orgenthau, in his order, went so far as to declare it 
his “firm conviction th at no officer or employee of the treasury depart­ 
m ent ought to continue to hold any political party office.”

HARRISBURG, June 29.—Tuition 


reductions, based on cuts in teach- 
ers' salaries and operating econ- 
omies during the past school year, 
will become effective in many Penn- 
sylvania school districts when the 
new term opens next fall. 


By the provisions of the state

HARRISBURG, June 29,—Tuition 
reductions, based on cuts in teach­ 
ers 
salaries and operating econ­ 
omies during the past school year, 
will become effective in many Penn­ 
sylvania school districts when the 
new term opens next fall. 
By the provisions of the state 
school code, school boards must base 
tuition charges for one year on the 
costs of instruction and operation 
during the preceding term. 
According to records of the de­ 
partment of public instruction, vir­ 
tually every district in the state In 
1933 took advantage of the special 
ruling promulgated by the depart­ 
ment under which the minimum sal­ 
ary clauses of the state code could 
be suspended for one year. 
These salary reductions are now 
reflected in lower tuition costs set 
by boards for the school term that 
opens next September. 
Education authorities regard the 
forthcoming reductions in tuition 
costs as a boon to rural fourth class 
districts, most of which have been 
forced to make every penny do dou­ 
ble work towards keeping the schools 
open. 
Too small to operate high 
schools of their own, these districts 
all send pupils to high schools in 
adjacent boroughs and cities.

shall be, if thou wilt hearken unto j

! will build thee a sure house, as I 
built for David, and will give Israel 
unto thee." 
This was Jeroboam's 
chance. But he utterly failed to ac- 
cept the chance and is known in- 
stead as 
"Jeroboam, 
who made 


Israel to sin". He becomes the first 
of 19 kings of the cecession tribes, all 
wicked idoloters 
whose 
kingdom 


went down to destruction in the 
year 721 B. C. 


The Divided House 


The split of the kingdom came 


under Rehoboam, Solomon's 
vain 


and foolish son. Upon his accession 
at the death of his father the people 
came asking relief from the heavy 
tax burdens required to maintain 
Solomon's glory. The old men of his 
court counseled the young king to 
yield to the appeal for relief. "But 
he forsook the counsel of the old 
men, and consulted with the young 
men that were grown jup with him." 
Their counsel was to reply to the 
people, "My little finger shall be 
thicker than my father's loins. . . . 
| My father chastized you with whips, 
but I will chastize you with scor- 
pions." Thus a young fool divided 
his nation's house against itself and

The dissolution of Solomon's king 


dom was announced by Ahijah, a 
prophet who met Jeroboam, a serv- 
ant of King Solomon, and prepared 
him for what God had in mind for 
him. Ahijah had on a new robe, 
which at God's command he re- 
moved and cut into '12 pieces, giving 
10 of the pieces to Jeroboam, 
to 


symbolize how God was about to 
divide Solomon's kingdom, giving 
10 to its 12 tribes to Jeroboam to 
rule over. 
Learning of God's plan, 


instead of repenting of 
his 
sin, 


Solomon sought to defeat 
God's 


purpose by attempting'to slay Jero- 
boam, who escaped 
and 
fled 
to 


Egypt, where he 
remained 
until 


Solomon's death. 


To Jeroboam God promised: 
"It 


shall be, if thou wilt hearken unto 
all that- I command thee, and 
wilt walk in my ways, and do that 
which is right in mine eyes, to keep 
my statutes as David my servant 
did, that I will be- with three, and 
will build thee a sure house, as I 
built for .David, and will give Israel 
unto thee." This was Jeroboam's 
chance. But he utterly failed to ac- 
cept the chance and is known in- 
stead as "Jeroboam, who made 
Israel to sin".. He becomes the first 
of 19 kings of the cecession tribes, all 
wicked idoloters 
whose kingdom 


went down to destruction in the 
year 721 B. C. 


The Divided House 


The split of the kingdom came 


under Rehoboam, Solomon's 
vain 
and foolish son. Upon his accession 
at the death of his father the people 
came asking relief from the heavy 
tax burdens required to' maintain 
Solomon's glory. The old men of his 
court, counseled the young king to 
yield to the appeal for relief. "But 
he forsook the counsel of the old 
men, and consulted with the young 
men that were grown "up with him." 
Their counsel was to reply to the 
people, "My little finger shall be 
thicker than my father's loins. . . . 
My father chastized you with whips, 
but I will chastize you with scor- 
pions." Thus a young fool divided 
his nation's house against itself and 
alienated the greater portion of his 
kingdom from himself and his suc- 
cessors forever. Rehoboam thus be- 
came'the firsi of 19 kings .of the 
southern 
kingdom of Judah, all 


wicked and godless but four. This 
kingdom outlived its rival northern 
neighbor by 135 years, but came to 
its own end.in the Babylonian cap- 
tivity in the year 586 B. C. Truly, 
"whatsoever a man soweth, that 
shall he also reap". 
This is most 


clear, in the cases of Solomon and 
his vain and foolish son Rehoboam, 
as well as in the case of Jeroboam, 


made Israel to sin.

Dissolution Of Solomon’s Kingdom 
The dissolution of Solomon’s king 
dom was announced by Ahijah, a 
prophet who met Jeroboam, a serv­ 
ant of King Solomon, and prepared 
him for what God had in mind for 
him. 
Ahijah had on a new robe, 
which at God’s command he re­ 
moved and cut into 12 pieces, giving 
10 of the pieces to Jeroboam, 
to 
symbolize how God was about to 
divide Solomon’s kingdom, giving 
10 to its 12 tribes to Jeroboam to 
rule over. 
Learning of God’s plan, 
instead of repenting 
of 
his 
sin, 
Solomon sought to defeat 
God’s 
purpose by attempting to slay Jero­ 
boam, who escaped 
and 
fled 
to 
Egypt, where he 
remained 
until 
Solomon’s death. 
To Jeroboam God promised: 
“It 
shall be, if thou wilt hearken unto 
all 
that 
I command thee, 
and 
wilt walk In my ways, and do that 
which is right in mine eyes, to keep 
my statutes as David my 
servant 
did, that I will be with three, and 
will build thee a sure house, as I 
built for David, and will give Israel 
unto thee.” 
This was Jeroboam’s 
chance. But he utterly failed to ac­ 
cept the chance and is known in­ 
stead as 
“Jeroboam, 
who 
made 
Israel to sin’’. He becomes the first 
of 19 kings of the cecession tribes, all 
wicked idoloters 
whose 
kingdom 
went down to destruction in the 
year 721 B. C. 
The Divided House 
The split of the kingdom came 
under Rehoboam, Solomon's 
vain 
and foolish son. Upon his accession 
at the death of his father the people 
came asking relief from the heavy 
tax burdens required to maintain 
Solomon’s glory. The old men of his 
court counseled the young king to 
yield to the appeal for relief. “But 
he forsook the counsel of the old 
men, and consulted with the young 
men that were grown up with him.” 
Their counsel was to reply to the 
people, “My little finger shall be 
thicker than my father’s loins. . . . 
My father chastized you with whips, 
but I will chastize you with scor­ 
pions.” 
Thus a young fool divided 
his nation’s house against itself and 
alienated the greater portion of his 
kingdom from himself and his suc­ 
cessors forever. Rehoboam thus be­ 
came the first of 19 kings of the 
southern 
kingdom of Judah, 
all 
wicked and godless but four. 
This 
kingdom outlived its rival northern 
neighbor by 135 years, but came to 
its own end in the Babylonian cap­ 
tivity in the year 586 B. C. Truly, 
“whatsoever a man 
soweth, 
that 
shall he also reap”. 
This is most 
clear in the cases of Solomon and 
his vain and foolish son Rehoboam, 
as well as in the case of Jeroboam, 
v ho made Israel to sin.

In the month of June approxi- 


mately 10,000 boys and girls gradu- 
ated from Pennsylvania public and 
private high schools and academies. 
They -average 17 and 18 years of 
age. 


At the same time our colleges, 


universities and training 
schools 


graduated more than 12,000 young 
men and women, averaging 21 or 
22 years of age. 


Add to these riot less than 200,000 


Pennsylvania young people between 
18 and 21 who have been out of, 
school and out of work for, many 
months. 


What to do with the best trained 


generation that has ever been pro- 
duced in the United States is one 
of the most important problems of 
national recovery. 
If we hope to 


get anywhere with permanent so- 
cial reconstruction, attention must 
be turned :o shaping up a solution 
to what has been called the "Youth 
Problem". 


It is a problem that needs na- 


tional, state and community atten- 
tion. 


The federal office of education 


has blazed the trail with a recent 
conference of leaders in Washing- 
ton. The Pennsylvania Department 
of Public Instruction has been agi- 
tating the question for weeks past 
and proposes a statewide conference 
in the fall. I hope that before this 
conference is held many communi- 
ties themselves 
will start in the 


way of organizing educational, rec- 
reational find work programs for 
their unemployed young people. 


High school and college gradu- 


ates everywhere are 
looking for 


. work. They are ready and willing, 


but they do not have a chance to 
make good at anything except loaf- 
ing. 
But they don't want to loaf. 


Relatively few high school gradu- 
ates can go to college. Most high 
schools arc: not equipped to take 
their formor pupils back for post- 
graduate training. Thousands want 


•* to continue their education. But 


how? 


The recent national conference 


made several good suggestions. Edu- 
cation need not necessarily be con- 
fined to the formal schooling period. 
To continue their education, these 
unemployed boys and girls need not 


! return to definite hours in the class- 
1 room. They need not be subjected 
to grade-grouping, marks, honor 
rolls and other artificial incentives 
to learning. Existing 
educational 


programs could be extended to in- 
clude activities such as are found 
in work camps. 


It has been suggested that the 


first step in considering the youth 
problem 
in 
a 
local 
communit; 


should be a survey of groups, possi- 
bilities, facilities and co-operating 
organizations which can be used in 
building up a program around the 
needs of the youngsters. 


Our boys particularly want guid- 


ance and a chance to fit themselves 
into the proper grooves of the New 
Deal. 
They want 
a chance to 


break in on our industrial anc 
commercial life and to help develop 
the recreational, social and politlca 
life of their communities. Girls, too 
want a chance to learn and earn 
and grow. 


To say we cannot afford to do 


something for these boys and girls 
and these young men and women is 
to ignore the much greater cost 
of maladjustment and defeat, often 
leading to crime. It is at this age 
that most criminals are developed 


A good part of the job is to help 


young people to help themselves 
Given half a chance, their intelli- 
gence, enthusiasm and ability will 
mean new industries, new business, 
new development of old industries 
and businesses, and the revival of 
much of our modern life that has 
stopped and stagnated during this 
depression. 


Young people of today want and 


need to know something of what the 
future has in store for them. They 
can be helped by definite plans 
which will mobilize them and their 
elders who realize their importance 
as a highly valuable asset in a na- 
tion-wide movement of reconstruc- 
tion.

111,000 to a total of 408,000. 
The 


increase in each of these four years 
was from ten to twelve per cent. At 
the same rate of growth the net 
enrollment for the year just closing 
is estimated at nearly 450,000, and 
the total may pass the half million 
mark next year. 


Attending this rapid growth

If we hope to 
get anywhere with , permanent so- 
cial reconstruction, attention must 
be turned to shaping up a solution 
to what has been called the "Youth 
Problem". 


It is a problem that needs na- 


tional, state and community atten- 
tion. 


The federal office of education 


has blazed the trail with a recent 
conference of leaders in Washing- 
ton. . The Pennsylvania Department 
of Public Instruction has been agi- 
tating the question for weeks past 
and proposes a statewide conference 
in the fall. I hope that before this 
conference is held many communi- 
ties themselves will start in the 
way of organizing educational, rec- 
reational and work programs for 
their unemployed young people.

In the m onth of June approxi­ 
m ately 70,000 boys and girls gradu­ 
ated from Pennsylvania public and 
private high schools and academies.

graduated more th an 12,000 young 
men and women, averaging 21 or 
22 years of age. 
Add to these not less th an 200.000 
Pennsylvania young people between 
18 and 21 who have been out of 
school and out of work for m any 
months. 
W hat to do with the best trained 
generation th at has ever been pro­ 
duced in the United States is one 
of the most im portant problems of 
national recovery. 
If we hope to 
get anywhere with perm anent so­ 
cial reconstruction, attention m ust 
be turned to shaping up a solution 
to w hat has been called the "Youth 
Problem”. 
It is a problem th a t needs n a ­ 
tional, state and comm unity a tte n ­ 
tion. 
The federal office of education 
has blazed the trail with a recent 
conference of leaders in W ashing­ 
ton. The Pennsylvania D epartm ent 
of Public Instruction has been agi­ 
tating the question for weeks past 
and proposes a statewide conference 
in the fall. I hope th a t before this 
conference is held m any com m uni­ 
ties themselves will sta rt in the 
way of organizing educational, rec­ 
reational and work program s for 
their unemployed young people. 
High school and college gradu­ 
ates everywhere 
are 
looking for 
work. 
They are ready and willing, 
but they do not have a chance to 
make good at anything except loaf­ 
ing. 
But they don’t want to loaf. 
Relatively few high school gradu­ 
ates can go to college. 
Most high 
schools are not equipped to take 
their form er pupils back for post­ 
graduate training. Thousands want 


to continue their education 
how? 
The recent national conference 
made several good suggestions. Edu 
cation need not necessarily be con­ 
fined to the formal schooling period 
■ ; To continue their education, these 
I i unemployed boys and girls need not 
return to definite hours in the class­ 
room. 
They need not be subjected 
to 
grade-grouping, 
marks, 
honor 
rolls and other artificial incentives 
to learning. 
Existing 
educational 
program s could be extended to in 
elude activities such as are found 
in work camps. 
It has been suggested th a t the 
first step in considering the youth 
problem 
in 
a 
local 
community 
should be a survey of groups, possi­ 
bilities, facilities and co-operating 
organizations which can be used in 
building up a program around the 
needs of the youngsters. 
Our boys particularly w ant guid­ 
ance and a chance to fit themselves 
into the proper grooves of the New 
Deal, 
riiey w ant 
a 
chance to 
break 
in on our 
industrial 
and 
commercial life and to help develop 
the recreational, social and political 
life of their communities. Girls, too, 
w ant a chance to learn and earn 
and grow. 
To say we cannot afford to do 
som ething for these boys and girls 
and these young men and women is 
to ignore the m uch greater cost 
of m aladjustm ent and defeat, often 
leading to crime. 
It is at this age 
th a t most crim inals are developed. 
A good part of the job is to help 
young people 
to help themselves. 
Given half a chance, their intelli­ 
gence, enthusiasm and ability will 
m ean new industries, new business, 
new development of old industries 
and businesses, and the revival of 
m uch of our modern life th a t has 
stopped and stagnated during this 
depression. 
Young people of today want and 
need to know som ething of w hat the 
future has in store for them . They 
can be helped 
by definite 
plans 
which will mobilize them and their 
elders who realize their importance 
as a highly valuable asset in a n a ­ 
tion-wide movement of reconstruc­ 
tion.

The shelter belt would em- 
brace six of the western states 
which have been peculiarly suscep- 
tible to the drouth plague. 


Have Huge Program 


These states are the Dakotas, Ne- 


braska, Kansas, Oklahoma and 
Texas. 


Advocates of the program point 
out that its success would hinge 
largely on the extent to which the 
co-operating agencies put their 
shoulders to the wheel. An outline 
of these agencies and their proposed' 
part in the program is, in itself, an 
index to the stupendous scope of 
the plan. 


This outline follows: 
(1)—An outlay of approximately 


$75,000,000, with about $15,000,000 to 
be spent each year in the project's, 
initial stages. 


(2)—Fencing in of the entire belt 
to guard against cattle and sheep 
intrusion, with C. C. C. workers to 
provide the fence posts. With both 
sides of each strip fenced this 
would 
require 
260,000 
miles of 


fencing and 200,000,000 fence posts. 


(3)—Soil preparation, 'tree plant- 
ing and fence building to be largely 
the work of the farmers in the 
vicinity of each planting. The land 
would first be leased, on a heavy 
down payment, and then purchased 
by the government. 


<*)—Approximately 180,000 acres 
to be planted each year with cot- 
tonwood, green ash and other trees 
suitable to soil and climatic condi- 
tions. 


(5)—Establishment of at least a 
half dozen enormous nurseries for 
seedling development.

An outline 
of these agencies and their proposed

This outline follows: 
(1)—An outlay of approximately 


$75,000,000, with about $15,000,000 to 
be spent each year in the project's 
initial stages. 


(2)—Fencing in of the entire belt 
to guard against cattle and sheep 
irtrusion, with C. C. C. workers to 
provide the fence posts.

(3)—Soil preparation, tree plant-

He blames the American man 
for making the American woman 
what she is today, as Berl sees her.

SHOWS NO HOPE

WASHINGTON,

29. — A 


complete deadlock, extending as far 
in the future as the most far-sighted 
statesman, can see, was reached to- 
day in the matter of foreign debt 
payments to. the United States. 
In a note as brief as it was blunt, 


Great Britain, largest and bell- 
wether of the defaulting 
debtors, 


served notice on the state depart- 
ment that she does not propose to 
make any more payments under the 
treaty negotiated. here eleven years 
ago, nor is she interested in study- 
ing possibilities of paying "In kind," 
that is, goods and services, as sug- 
gested In the recent American note. 


The barest crack was left open in 


ihe debt door by one sentence in 
the British communication. 


"His majesty's government," the 


note said, " 
regret that up to 


the present time It has not been 
possible to make further progress 
Ln this matter, but they will wel- 
come the opportunity of resuming 
the discussion whenever it may ap- 
pear that the present abnormal con- 
ditions have so passed away as to 
offer favorable 
prospects 
for 
a 


settlement." 


Little Hope Seen 


TJnder the circumstances, no re- 


sponsible official here believes that 
such a time will ever present itself: 
The "abnormal conditions" men- 
tioned in the note 
doubtless will 


continue for a long, time, if not for- 
ever, so far as the debts are con- 
cerned. 
Thus, the United States Is now 


confronted with a situation in -which 
its debtors not only have refused 
payments already due under exist- 
ing treaties, but a situation, too, In 
which the debtors state they are 
'not interested" in discussing new 
means to settle their obligations, 


What the American government 


will do, if anything, remains to be 
seen. 
Probably nothing will be done, 


although both Britain and France 
have given an inviting example in 
the German default. With the de- 
fault shoe on the other foot, and 
Germany suspending interest pay- 
ments on her bonds that are largely 
held by British and French subjects, 
they are taking punitive measures. 
They 
are 
establishing 
clearing 


houses to take over whatever favor- 
able balances Germany has in their 
respective countries, and distribute 
such funds to the satisfaction of the 
bondholders. 


If the United States were to follow 
that example and sequester French 
and British funds in this -country 
to apply on their debts, Washington 
can well imagine the furore it would 
create in London and Paris, Yet the 
analogy is not ill-taken. 


The keynote of the British position 
was struck in one line in the British 
note: "in the view of his majesty's 
government, the primary question 
for settlement is the amount that 
should be paid, having regard to all 
the circumstances of these debts."

poisonous to humans. Non-metallic 
poisons, such as pyrothrum, Derrls, 
or cube powder, can be used where 
available according to the manu- 
facturer's recommendations. 
The 


active principle in these materials is 
rotenone which can be expected to 
give reasonable control. 


Adult beetles are ct yellow to 


copper color and have 1G black spots 
on the wing covers. The eggs are 
yellow and are laid in masses on 
the under sides of the bean leaves. 
The larvae are yellow, spiny, slug- 
like creaturcrs about one-fourth of 
an inch long. 
Where both adults 


and larvae feed on the leaves, the 
injury may be so severe as to kill 
the plants. 
The bean leaves are 


skeletonized from the under sides: 
that is, the tissue Is entirely eaten 
except the network of veins. Sec- 
tions also may be eaten out of the 
pods, or pits may be eaten in their 
surfaces.

Uranus might be called the acci- 
dental planet. 


For, although it is a giant as com- 


pared with the earth, it was discov- 
ered accidentally in 1781 by Sir Wil- 
liam Herschel. He appeared to be 
looking through his telescope on an 
evening of that year with nothing 


else in mind than to find something 
interesting, and as a matter of fact 
he first thought that the object he 
had observed was a comet. 


After several months of observa- 


tion, however, it was established 
that what Herschel had discovered 
was a hitherto unknown1 world spin- 
ning on its own orbit around the

Uranus has a diameter of 31,000

Uranus, owing to Its high reflect- 
ing power, Is just visible to the nak- 
ed eye under the best of atmospher- 
ic conditions.. In the telescope, a 
powerful one, it appears as a green- 
ish, slightly flattened disc. Some 
astronomers have observed 
faint 


bands or belts, although these have 
not always been drawn in the same 
direction. Its atmosphere is believed 
to be somewhat dense and its period 
of rotation somewhere near 10. hours 


The Four Moons 


Uranus, of course, describes an 


immense orbit around the sun tak- 


ing 84 years to complete one revolu- 
tion. 


Four moons of Uranus have been 


discovered and still more are. sus- 
pected. These moons are among the 
faintest objects known to us in the 
solor system and are, in order of 
distance from the planet, Ariel, Um- 
briel, Titanla and Oberon. They ap- 
pear as mere points of light in the 
largest of telescopes.

rioting In this city's critical street 
car strike left one man dead today 
and three others suffering from in- 
juries following a midnight attack 
on the huge lakeside power gene- 
rating plant of the Milwaukee Elec- 
tric Railway and Light Company.

seen by nightfall with well founded 
reports that the Electric Company 
had acceded to demands of organiz- 
ed labor on the point of election of 
employes by their various crafts in- 
stead of all company employes ex- 
cept executives. 


This point of difference proved to 


be one of the main stumbling blocks 
in the negotiations for a settlement. 


All street car and bus service was 


still at a standstill throughout the 
city and on the utility's interurban 
lines in surrounding territory. Only 
one short line feeding the Chicago 
Electric Railway, operated by union 
men, was in operation.

"However, with a state popula- 
tion of over ten millions, not to 
mention the hundreds of thousands 
of automobiles who invade Penn- 
sylvania, for camping purposes, it 
Is not surprising there are many 
who deliberately avoid the estab- 
lished camp sites and set up camps 
of their own in isolated points. 


Water Source 


"All 
tourists camping in remote 


and uncontrolled sections should be 
particularly careful as to the source 
of their drinking water supply. If 
any doubt exists the water should 
be boiled, or one drop of tincture 
of Iodine added to each quart of 
water. It is also essential from a 
health standpoint that milk supplies 
be received from sources concerning 
which there can be no doubt. In 
the more accessible locations mlik 
bottled under sanitary supervision 
usually is obtainable. Garbage and 
other refuse matter should never be 
thrown in a stream or near it.

JUDGE HILDEBRAND 


RENDERS OPINION 


In an opinion handed down 'by 
Judge R. L, Hlldebrand this morn- 
ing motion by defendant for judg- 
ment notwithstanding the verdict 
in the case of Mrs. Mae 
Tyler 
against J. W. Jenkins, was refused, 
a.nd the prothonotary was directed 
to enter judgment on the verdict. 
This Is a case In which Mrs. Ty- 


ler sued to recover damages for the 
death of her husband, the Rev. 
Frank Tyler, who was killed when 
he was struck by an 
automobile 


driven by Curtis Bell. 
The acci- 
dent happened on Moravia street. 
Curtis Bell, who was employed by 
Jenkins is now serving a prison 
term, having been convicted on a 
charge of involuntary manslaughter. 
After his conviction, a civil suit was 
entered against Jenkins for dam- 
ages, on the grounds that the ac- 
cident happened while Bell was In 
the course of his regular employ- 
ment for Jenkins. 
Bell was employed In washing 
cars and doing other work about a 
service station operated by Jenkins 
on the west side. 
On the morn- 


ing of the accident M. H. Horning 
took his car to the service station 
to be washed. 
Before he began 


work on the car Bell drove Horning 
to the Shenango pottery where he 
was employed. 
Instead of coming straight back 
to the service station, Bell 
went 


down on the south side to get a 
pair of rubber boots, which he wore 
while washing cars. 
It was on the 


way back that Rev. Tyler-was killed. 
The question arose as to whether or 
not Bell was doing work In the reg- 
ular course of his employment when 
the accident occurred. 
The court 
holds that he was since It was 
necessary for him to have 
the 


boots. 
The Jury awarded Mrs. Taylor a 


verdict for S8SO, which now must 
be paid, unless an appeal is taken.

City Ready To Co-operate 


With Organizations In 


Favor Of Move 


AWAIT RECEIPT 


OF DEFINITE PLAN 


Joseph D. Alexander, councilman 


In charge of parks and property, 
today advised city council, In ses- 
sion at City Hall, that he desired to 
open the playgrounds, but after a 
discussion by council It was decided 
that he should turn over the pro- 
posed operation to some organiza- 
tion, owing to the lack of city funds 
and the city's liability for operation 
of the playgrounds. 
Only $750 was appropriated In the 


budget for the operation of the rec- 
reation centers, and they were not 
opened, as usual, this year. Today 
Alexander said he would like to 
open the playgrounds, but realizing 
financial conditions, deemed it fit- 
ting to bring the matter before col- 
leagues In council session, He said 
Qlrl 
Scouts, Builders and other 


bodies had 
offered to supervise 


them. 
He said that it was his persoiial 


opinion that someone should be 
placed in charge ol all .the play- 
grounds and the members of the or- 
ganizations work under his Jurisdic- 
tion. 
"As much as we appreciate the 


benefits from the playgrounds, 11- 
nancial conditions are such that I 
do not believe the city should incur 
any expenditure along this line,' 
Finance Director Hoyland replied. 


"The worst thing about the oper- 
ation of the playgrounds by the city 
Is that the city is liable for acci- 
dents," said Solicitor White. "When 
you put out equipment then you be- 
come liable If anyone is Injured." 
White suggested the playgrounds 


equipment be put out but signs be 
erected to the effect that anyone 
playing there will be playing- at 
their own risk. 
He told council that organizations 
which want to assume charge of 
the playgrounds should present to 
Alexander a definite plan. He said 
that in the past the money has been 
spent for employes and equipment 


Councilman Davles, who was one 


of the first to interest himself in 
playgrounds here, said that the 
playgrounds in the past had served 
their purpose and did so until the 
city found it financially unable to 
operate them. 
"I believe one of the greatest 


needs for the children is water,' 
said Councilman Butler. 
He ad- 
vocated that several darns be made 
In the Neshannock creek. He aalc 
the city could furnish men to aid 
children to build them. 


Alexander said he would like to 


have the playgrounds open, and If 
the organizations want to operate 
them for the city he would be will- 
ing to concur in Councilman Davies 
proposal they present a plan ol 
operation. 


Solicitor White said that If this 


were done Alexander could arrange 
for the opening. 


Requests City To 


Place Warnings 


Louis B. Round, administration o: 


BWD work for Lawrence county to- 
day by letter requested the city 
when council met in city hall, to 
place warning lights at night on 
various projects so accidents would 
not occur as work on the projects 
has stopped. On motion of Safety 
Director Davles Mr. Round was in- 
vited to attend Monday's council- 
manic session. 


The city desires to know if the 


office force is to be continued and i; 
so why one of the members canno 
take charge of the placing of the 
lights. 


Councilman Butler told colleagues 


he understood some funds would be 
available next week and out of .this 
it may be possible for the KWD to 
continue to take charge of the plac- 
ing of lights at night. 


However, the motion asking Mr 


Round to appear was adopted. In 
the meantime according to counci 
the RWD must continue to take 
care of the lights.

Joseph D. Alexander, councilman 


in charge of parks and property, 
today advised city council. In ses- 
sion at City Hall, that he desired to 
open the playgrounds, but after a 
discussion by council it was decided 
that he should turn over the pro- 
posed operation to some organiza- 
tion, owing to the lack of city funds 
and the city's liability lor operation 
of the playgrounds. 


Only $750 was appropriated In the 


budget for the operation of the rec- 
reation centers, and they were not 
opened, as usual, this year. Today 
Alexander said he would like to 
open the playgrounds, but realizing 
financial conditions, deemed it fit- 
ting to bring the matter before col- 
leagues in council session. He said 
Girl 
Scouts, Builders and other 


bodies had 
offered 
to supervise 


them. 


He said that it was his personal 


opinion that someone should be 
placed in charge o£ all .the play- 
grounds and the members of the or- 
ganizations work under his Jurisdic- 
tion. 
"As much as we appreciate the 


benefits from the playgrounds, fi- 
nancial conditions are such that I 
do not believe the city should incur 
any expenditure alone this line," 
Finance Director Hoylt-nd replied. 


"The worst thing about the oper- 
ation of the playgrounds by the city 
is that the city is liable for acci- 
dents," said Solicitor White. "When 
you put out equipment then you be- 
come liable If anyone is injured." 


White suggested the playgrounds 


equipment be put out but signs be 
erected to the effect that anyone 
playing there will be playing- at 
their own risk. 


He told council that organizations 


which want to assume charge of 
the playgrounds should present to 
Alexander a definite plan. He said 
that In the past the money has been 
spent for employes and equipment. 


Councilman Davies, who was one 


of the first to interest himself in 
playgrounds here, said that the 
playgrounds In the past had served 
their purpose and did so until the 
city found it financially unable to 
operate them. 


"I believe one of the greatest 
needs for the children is water," 
said Councilman Butler. 
He ad- 


vocated that several dams be made 
in the Neshannock creek. He said 
the city could furnish men to aid 
children to build them. 


Alexander said he would like to 


have the playgrounds open, and if 
the organizations want to operate 
them for the city ho would be will- 
ing to concur in Councilman Davies' 
proposal they present a plan of 
operation. 


Solicitor White saitl that if this 


were done Alexander could arrange 
for the opening.

. PARIS — The pampered French 
farmer who has been getting nearly 
four times the world price. for his 
wheat is due to come in lor restrict- 
ed production under state control. 


The agricultural committee of the 


chamber has decided upon planned 
economy for grain growers, a dlm- 
Inutloi} of acreage and a gradual 
diminution of price, 


France produces about 85,000,000 


quintals (about 225 pounds per quin- 
tal) of wheat and consumes about 


70,000,000. The stocked excess now 
amounts to about 28,000,000 quintals. 


For what he has sold the larmcr 


has been paid 127 francs (about $8) 
per quintal. The world price Is about 
35 francs. 


The agricultural committee of the 


chamber, presided by Deputy George 
Briquet from the grain-belt of the 
Eure, proposes to reduce production 
to 70,000,000 by permissions of sale,

It has now. been in full operation 
for a year, and impatient farmers 
think that in that time the AAA 
should have put agriculture defin- 
itely on its feet.

to the statistics, and principally the 
charts showing the increases in farm 
commodity prices since March, 1933. 
That is a legitimate argument, even 
u the students of logic could find 


some fault with it. Prices are Indeed 
higher. 
But whether they would 


have increased Just as much without 
the AAA Is really the question which 
must go unanswered.

The prices of cotton and wheat, 


the cash crop twins have probably 
not been much influenced by the 
AAA. 
Cotton certainly, and wheat 


probably, are still tied closely 
to 


world' prices. 
When the dollar was 


devalued, cotton and wheat both re- 
sponded promtply and their gains 
nave been pretty closely proportion- 
ed to the loss of the dollar;

Dairymen are 
divided, some giving credit to AAA 
for recent advances in milk prices, 
others declaring that prices of feed 
have gone up more than milk. 


Egg and poultry producers have 


not been reached as yet by the gov- 
ernment. In the fruit, vegetable and
